1. DEPARTMENT WILL REMEMBER THAT CARLO DONAT-CATTIN, MINISTER 
OF INDUSTRY, COMMERCE AND HANDICRAPTS AND LEADER OF IMPORTANT 
FORZE NUOVE FACTION OF CHRISTIAN DEMOCRATIC PARTY (DC), HAD 
EXPRESSED AN INTEREST IN VISITING U.S. LAST FALL, PRIMARILY TO 

MEET WITH SECRETARY SCHLF, SINGER, AND THAT POR VARIETY OF REASONS 
THIS VIST WAS POSTPONED INDEPINITELY. 

2. EMBASSY RECEIVED VISIT LAST WEEK FROM TWO OF DONAT-CATTIN 
COLLABORATORS, SPEAKING ON BEHALF OF THE MINISTER, ABOUT POSSIBLE 
VISIT BY DONAT-CATTIN TO THE U.S. IN THE NEAR PUTURE. THESE 
COLLABORATORS MADE IT CLEAR THAT DONAT-CATTIN IS ANXIOUS TO VISIT 
THE U.S., NOT ONLY TO DISCUSS BILATERAL ENERGY COOPERATION AND 
RELATED ENERGY ISSUES WITH SECRETARY SCHLESINGER AND OTHERS, BUT, 
EQUALLY IMPORTANT, FOR POLITICAL DISCUSSIONS. AS EXPLAINED BY 
THEM, DONAT-CATTIN CONSIDERS IT VERY IMPORTANT THAT HE, AS ONE 
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OF THE KEY DC PIGURES AND A LEADER OP THE DCS STRONGLY ANTI- 
COMMUNIST ELEMENT, EXCHANGE VIEWS WITH WASHINGTON POLICY-MAKERS 
ON DEVELOPMENTS IN ITALY AND ON U.S. POLICY TOWARD ITALY. THEY 
ATTACHED ADDED IMPORTANCE TO DONAT-CATTIN'S STATURE WITHIN THE 
DC AS A RESULT OF THE MORO KIDNAPPING AND EMPHASIZED NEED FOR 
AN EARLY VISIT. 
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3. ACCORDING TO THEM, DONAT-CATTIN WOULD LIKE TO COME DURING 
SECOND HALE OE JUNE. HE WOULD ENVISAGE A VISIT CONSISTING OF 

(A) POLITICAL DISCUSSIONS WITH ADMINISTRATION OEEICIALS, INCLUDING, 

IE POSSIBLE, THE VICE PRESIDENT; (B) MEETINGS WITH SECRETARY 
SCHLESINGER AND OTHER OEEICIALS ON ENERGY; (C) MEETINGS WITH 
MEMBERS OE CONGRESS, INCLUDING MEMBERS OE SENATE EOREIGN RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE AND HOUSE INTERNATIONAL AEFAIRS COMMITTEE; AND (D) 

TRAVEL TO SOME CITIES OTHER THAN WASHINGTON AND NEW YORK IN ORDER 
TO GAIN EIRST HAND PERSPECTIVES ON U.S. INDUSTRY. DONAT-CATTIN 
INTERMEDIARIES EMPHASIZED THE MINISTER'S TRIP SHOULD CONSIST OP 
MORE THAN COURTESY CALLS AND THAT IT PRODUCE "CONCRETE RESULTS". 
WHEN WE INTERPRETED LATTER AS APPLYING TO BILATERAL ENERGY 
COOPERATION, THEY INDICATED THAT THEY HAD POLITICAL SIDE EQUALLY 
IN MIND. 

4. EMBASSY BELIEVES THAT U.S. INTERESTS WOULD BE DEFINITELY 
PURTHERED BY EARLY VISIT TO U.S. BY DONAT-CATTIN. ALTHOUGH DONAT- 
CATTIN HAS HAD AN ANTI-U.S. BIAS, IS IRASCIBLE AND UNPREDICTABLE, 

HE REMAINS NONETHELESS ONE OF A HANDFUL OF KEY LEADERS WITHIN THE 
DC AND, INDEED, ASSUMES INCREASED IMPORTANCE WITH THE TEMPORARY 
OR PERMANENT REMOVAL OP MORO PROM THE POLITICAL SCENE. HE CONTROLS 
AN INFLUENTIAL PACTION WITHIN THE DC PARLIAMENTARY DELEGATION AND 
HAS BEEN ONE OP THE STRONGEST VOICES AGAINST DC ACCOMMODATION WITH 
THE COMMUNISTS. PINALLY, DONAT-CATTIN HAS NEVER VISITED THE U.S. 

AND THEREPORE COULD BENEFIT FROM EXPOSURE IN WASHINGTON AND 
ELSEWHERE.

5. WITH RESPECT TO ENERGY ASPECT OP THE TRIP, WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
SECRETARY SCHLESINGER AGREED TO RECEIVE DONAT-CATTIN IN THE U.S. 
WHEN THEY MET AT THE OCTOBER lEA MINISTERIAL MEETING; IN ANY CASE, 
DONAT-CATTIN APPARENTLY BELIEVES THAT HE HAS AN OUTSTANDING 
INVITATION FROM SECRETARY SCHLESINGER. WE BELIEVE THAT EXCHANGE 
OP VIEWS ON ENERGY MATTERS COULD BE MOST USEFUL, IN PARTICULAR 
IN REINFORCING IDEA OP ADVANTAGES TO ITALY OP COOPERATION WITH 
OIL CONSUMING COUNTRIES, MAINTAINING A COOPERATIVE STANCE IN INPCE 
AND IN MOVING AHEAD WITH WORK ON BILATERAL ENERGY COOPERATION. 
IN TERMS OP TIMING, HOWEVER, SUGGESTED LATE JUNE VISIT WOULD 
UNDOUBTEDLY OVERLAP TO SOME EXTENT WITH VISIT TO ITALY BY ENERGY 
DEPUTY SECRETARY O'LEARY (WHICH WILL BE SUBJECT SEPTEL). WE 
BELIEVE, HOWEVER, THAT THAT IS MANAGEABLE PROBLEM. 

6. ON THE POLITICAL ASPECT OP THE TRIP, WE THINK IT WOULD 
USEPUL TO GIVE DONAT-CATTIN A BROAD EXPOSURE TO AMERICAN 
ATTITUDES. WE THINK HIS SCHEDULE SHOULD INCLUDE ADMINISTRATION 
OPFICIALS-THE VICE-PRESIDENT, IP POSSIBLE, AND SENIOR STATE AND 
NSC OPPICIALS-AS WELL AS CONGRESSIONAL LEADERS AND SENIOR 
REPRESENTATIVES OP THE MEDIA. WE WILL MAKE MORE SPECIFIC 
SUGGESTIONS WHEN THE TRIP IS PIRMLY SCHEDULED AND WE KNOW THE
